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institution, but two-thirds of the board of trustees
shall be connected with churches of the Baptist
denomination.

SEC. 5. This act shall take effect from its passage.

CHAPTER X.

An Act to provide an appropriation of money for tht !?
completion and furnishing of a building for the ao-
eommodation and education of the deaf, dumb and
Hind.

SKCTIO.V 1. — Appropriates a sum of money Tor buildln* for Deaf and Dumb.

2.— When act shall take effect.

3e it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. The sum of thirty-eight thousand dollars Appropri[li;OI,
is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the treas-
ury not otherwise appropriated, for the completion
and furnishing of the building now in course of erec-
tion, for the accommodation and education of the deaf,
dumb and blind, under and by virtue of section one of
an act entitled an act to provide for the erection of a
building for the accommodation and education of the
deaf, dumb and blind, approved February fourteenth,
eighteen hundred and sixty- six, and the State Auditor
is hereby directed to draw warrants for said amount,
upon the certificates of the Governor, or President of
the Board of Directors of the Deaf, Dumb and Blind
Institute.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
